Ал interesting incident took place оп Sunday 
afternoon, when many thousands who were out 
for their Sunday holiday had assembled in front 
of the Charlottenburg Palace. A lady in the 
crowd proposed to buy up all the violets which 
the venders were selling there, and make а 
bouquet of them to send in to the Emperor 
as a greeting from his people. This was no 
sooner said than done. ‘The Emperor was 
much moved by this hearty proof of sympathy, 
and wrote on a slip of paper, ‘‘ Does the Empress 
know about it? If not, 1 request her to go and 
speak to the lady.’ Тһе Empress, however, had 
been informed of the circumstance, and sent for 
the lady, who was a doctor's wife from Frank- 
fort. Her Majesty, who was much moved, ex- 
pressed her thanks, and said the Emperor was 
greatly pleased, and had pressed the flowers to 
his heart, saying һе wished the people to 
receive his most hearty thanks for the proof of 
their love they had given him, and which һай 
caused him so much gratification. With this 
answer the lady went out to the crowd. Бре 
held in her hand, as a precious momento, the slip 
of paper. It is difficult to describe the scene 
which took place, how she was surrounded and 
followed by thousands who wanted to hear the 
words over and over again, and displayed the 
greatest enthusiasm. 


From Berlin it is announced that the fortune 
left by the late Emperor William amounts to 
twenty-four million marks. Of this sum he 
has bequeathed three millions to the Empress 
Augusta, and one million each to the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, the Crown Prince and 
Princess, and Prince Henry.

DEPLORABLE COLLIERY 
DISASTER NEAR WORKINGTON. 


ХҮттн their lives in their hands do our brave 
colliers daily descend to hew out coal from our 
darksome coal-mines ; but such disasters as the 
one which has happened near Workington are, 
happily, becoming rarer, thanks to the rigid 
supervision now insisted upon by the Legislature. 
A terrible explosion occurred at St. Helen's 
colliery, Workington, on ‘Thursday night, 
April 19, by which thirty men lost their lives, 
and several were seriously injured. The pit took 
fire in the morning while a shot was being fired. 
At nine o’clock a gas-blower burst into flame, 
and created great consternation. During the 
whole day men had been employed in endeavour- 
ing to wall-off that section of the pit, and at 
about six o'clock they came to the top for re- 
freshments. The p numbered about thirty- 
five. They descended the pit again, and at about 
eight o'clock, while the managers were in the 
оЩсе consulting the plan of the workings, во аз 
to facilitate the work of extinguishing the fire, 
ап explosion took place, which shook the whole 
of the buildings on the речи It seems that 
the air-course been diverted, leading to an 
accumulation of gas. On looking out of the 
office the managers saw dense volumes of smoke 
issuing from the pit-mouth. They went to the 
top, and signalled down the shaft, but could get 
no response. They therefore proceeded to draw 
up the cage сее тт. and when it reached the 
top they found that it contained the body of one 
of the workers fearfully burned. 

The ж of the explosion had brought a 
crowd to the pit-mouth, and several men at once 
nobly volunteered to go down the shaft and 
explore the pit. Mr. Johnstone, the chief 
manager, and his younger brother headed the 
party, and they descended. Three men were 
speedily sent up from the pit all severely injured, 
but able to be removed to their homes; ten were 
sent up dead, and seven others severely injured, 
two of them dying shortly after reaching the 
surface. The other five, after receiving medical 
aid, were removed to the infirmary. ‘There were 
still twelve or thirteen others in the workings ; 
but the exploring party had to retire owing to 
the after-damp. 

Many of the gallant searchers, indeed, were 
already terribly affected by the gas, and hed to 
be sent to the surface, where they arrived in a 
state of unconsciousness. Those who suffered 
most were the two Messrs. Johnstone. The party 
had, however, discovered that all those left in the 
pit must inevitably be dead, for had any survived 
the shock of the explosion they must, beyond a 
doubt, have died of suffocation by Ше after- 
damp. There wereindications the next morning 
that a second explosion was impending, and it 
was therefore decided to fiood the pit. There 
were nineteen horses in the pit, twelve of which 
were killed. Only опе man escaped unhurt. Аз 
soon ав he reached the surface and had recovered 
from the shock, he volunteered to join one of the 
rescuing gangs, апа worked with extraordinary 
vigour throughout the night. 

With praiseworthy promptitude, the Working- 
ton Local Board organised a relief fund for the 
widows and orphans who have lost their bread- 
winners. For the information of those who 
would like a memento of this sad catastrophe, it 
may be mentioned that Messrs. Swinburne and 
Sons, of Wilson-street, Workington, have taken 
а good photographic view of the St. Helen's 
Colliery.

The bridesmaids were Miss 
Marguerite Disraeli, the bride’s sister, Miss Capel 
Cure, Miss Walker, Miss Mildred Walker, and 
Miss Graham. They were attired in dresses of 
white mousseline de laine, with sashes and revers 
of primrose-coloured moire, and hats to cor- 
respond.

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THE EMPEROR FREDERICK IN THE ORANGERY, CHARLOTTENBURG. 


THE EMPEROR FREDERICK. 
Tue hearty sympathies of every fair-minded 
Englishman have been with the Emperor 
Frederick and the Empress Victoria of Germany 
during the sad crisis in the deplorable malady 
which has Jaid his Imperial Majesty low. At 
every breakfast-table, when the morning paper 
has been unfoided, it may be taken for certain 
that everyone first read with the greatest interest 
and anxiety the Berlin telegram which disclosed 
the latest condition of the German Emperor. 
His Imperial Majesty is on the present page 
Sketched as he was accustomed to take walking 
exercise in the Orangery of the Charlottenberg 
Palace (the refurnishing of which, by-the-way, 
has been done by Berlin upholsterers under the 
skilful supervision of one of the artistic heads of 
the great London firm of Collinson and Lock.). 
'The German Emperor is also portrayed on another 
page as he laboured to discharge his State duties 
whilst kept to his bed last week; the German 
doctors and Sir Morell Mackenzie and Dr. Mark 
Hovell being unremitting in their zealous efforts 
to mitigate his sufferings from the cruel throat 
disease. The Empress and Prince Von Bismarck 
are limned with the illustrious patient, of whom 
Baron Reuter's Berlin agent wrote on April 
19:—'*'The energy with which the Emperor 
persists in transacting State business is the 
theme of universal admiration. His work is 
rendered more difficult by the necessity he із 
under of conducting the conversation in writing; 
and the Empress has often to be summoned to 
decipher the almost illegible characters in which 
her husband has indicated his wishes, and to 
save him the annoyance of rewriting what he has 
inscribed on the paper."

pretty closely that which is given to the dragons. It 
is not impossible that they may have survived into the 
period which we call prehistoric, and that monsters 
far larger than any which we have yet discovered 
may have lingered until the time when man began to 
increase upon the earth, to spread over its surface, 
and to carve upon wood and stone representations of 
the most striking objects around him. When the 
living pterodactyls had disappeared the memory of 
them was preserved » Some new features were added, 
and the imagination went so far as to endow them 
with the power of belching forth smoke and flames. 
Thus the dragon idea pervaded the minds of men, 
and instead of a natural animal 16 became a fabulous 
one. 

“Тһе fingers of the fore-legs were of the ordinary 
dimensions, and terminated with crooked nails, and 
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these were probably used to suspend themselves from 
trees. Whien in repose it rested on its hind-legs like 
a bird, and held Из neck curving behind, so that its 
спогшоиз head should not disturb its equilibrium. 
The size and form of the feet, of the leg, and of the 
thigh prove that they could hold themselves erect 
with firmness, their wings folded, and move about in 
this way like birds, just as More describes them as 
doing. Like birds they could also perch on trees, and 
crawl like bats and lizards along the rocks and cliffs. 

* Some think that they were covered with scales ; 
but I am of the opinion that they had a horny hide, 
with a ridge of hair running down their backs—in 
which opinion I am sustained by More's account. 
The smalier kinds were undoubtedly insectivorous ; 
but tlie larger ones must have been carnivorous, and 
probably fed largely on fish." 

* Well, at any rate," said Melick, gravely, “ this 
athaleb solves the difficult question as to how the 
'' roglodytes emigrated to the South Pole." 

** How ?’’ asked the doctor. 

“ Why, they must have gone there on athalebs ! 
Your friends the pterodactyls probably lingered 
longest among the Troglodytes, who, seeing that they 
were rapidly dying out, concluded to depart to 
another and a better world.

| Тик Lorn LizvrzxANT has commuted the sentence 
of death passed on William Lawlor for the murder 
of his wife in Dublin about two months ago. 

At Clonmel, last Saturday, the appeal against 
the sentence of six weeks’ imprisonment passed 
on Mr. Pyne, M.P., was withdrawn and the 
sentence confirmed. 

A School Board teacher, named David Williams, 
residing at Dudley, poisoned himself on Sunday. 
A letter was found upon him stating that he had 
committed suicide in consequence of his examin- 
ation being too hard. 

In the Queen’s Bench Division, on Saturday 
last, Baron Pollock ordered the release of Mr. 
T. B. Gould, who had been in prison for five 
months and six days for contempt of court, the 
order not to be drawn up till the costs of the 
attachment had been paid. 

Mr. A. Braxton Hicks concluded on Saturday 
last an inquest, at Battersea, on the death of 
C. H. Longman, a child two months and a half 
old, found tied up in а sack on the foreshore of 
the Thames. А verdict of wilful murder against 
the father was returned. 

At а Crimes Act Court at Listowell, county 
Kerry, last Saturday, sentences of six months' 
imprisonment each, with hard labour, were 
passed on ‘Thomas Dooling and Murty Gallivan, 
tarmers, for intimidating Nora Fitzmaurice, 
whose father was recently murdered near Lixnaw. 

Messrs. Lewis and Lewis state that there is no 
truth whatever in the statement that it had been 
arranged that Lord Herschell, Mr. Chaplin, and 
Mr. James Lowther are to act as arbitrators to 
decide the questions in issue in the Chetwynd- 
Durham case. No such arrangement has been 
made, neither has the question ever been dis- 
cussed between the parties.

William Clifford, who on the 7th inst. went to 
the Harrow Green Police-Station and gave him- 
self into custody on a charge of having in April, 
1872, murdered a woman named Mary Taylor on 
a pit-bank at Deepfields, was on Saturday once 
more brought before the Magistrates at Stratford, 
Essex. He subsequently withdrew the confession, 
stating that he was drunk at the time he made it, 
and did not know what he was doing. Inquiries 
by the police show that there was no foundation 
for the self-accusation, and on Saturday the 
prisoner was discharged. 

Sarah Helen Proctor, of Windmill End, Dudley, 
was again brought before the Magistrates at 
Brentford, Essex, last Saturday, charged with 
causing the death of Charlotte Whale, a fellow- 
lodger, at Isleworth. 16 will be remembered 
that the two young women worked and travelled 
together, and that in the morning the prisoner, 
actuated by a sudden and unaccountable frenzy, 
murdered her companion while she was asleep, 
by striking her several terrible blows on the head 
with a heavy toilet jug.

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AN EX-CONSUL’S STORY. 
(From “ The Brooklyn Eagle”) 


A LATE United States Consul at one of the English 
ports, who is now a private resident of New York, 
relates the following interesting story:—‘‘On my 
last voyage home from England, some three уелгя 
ago, in one of the Cunard steamers, I noticed one 
morning, aftera few days out of port, a young man 
hobbling about on the upper deck, supported by 
crutches, and seeming to move with extreme difli- 
culty and no little pain. He was well dressed and 
of exceedingly handsome countenance, but liis limbs 
were somewhat emaciated ard his face very sallow 
and bore the traces of long suffering. As he 
seemed to have no attendant or companion, he at 
once attracted my sympathies, and 1 went up to 
him as he leaned against the taffrail looking out on 
the foaming track which the steamer was making. 
* Excuse me, my young friend,’ I said, touching him 
gently on the shoulder, * you appear to be an invalid, 
апа hardly able or strong enough to trust yourself 
unattended on an ocean voyage: but if you require 
any assistance I am а robust and healthy шап, ала 
shall be glad to help you. * You are very kind,' 
Бе replied, іп à weak voice; *but I requireno present 
aid beyond my crutches, which enable me to pass 
from my state-room up here to get the beuetit of 
the sunshine and the sea-brecze.  * You have been 
a great sufferer, no doubt,’ I said, ‘and I judge that 
you have been aílicted with that troublesome 
disease, rheumatism, whose prevalence and intensity 
seem to be on an alarmiug increase both in England 
and America.

GRANTHAM THEATRE 
BURNT. 

A serious fire broke out at an early 
hour last Sunday morning, resulting in 
the total destruction ot the Theatre 
Royal, Grantham. The theatre was 
comparatively a new building, its 
present proprietor being Mr. W. R. 
Cogan, who lives on the premises. 
On Saturday Mr. Cogan, together with 
some relatives, left Grantham to visit 
his home in Yorkshire, leaving a 
daughter in charge of the theatre. On 
Saturday afternoon it was locked up, 
apparently all safe, about five o’clock. 
Preparations had been made fora large 
gathering of the Salvation Army, which 
it was intended to hold on Sunday in 
the place. A policeman on duty in 
Westgate, at a quarter to three on 
Sunday morning; first saw the fire, 
and immediately gave the alarm. The 
Volunteer Fire Brigade was sum- 
moned, and proceeded to the theatre, 
which was one mass of flames at the 
stage end. The firemen got to work, 
but it was soon found to be useless to 
attempt to save the body of the build- 
ing, and the efforts of the firemen were 
directed to the adjoining property. 
This was preserved from destruction. 
Within ten minutes of the alarm 
being given the entire roof fell in. 
What was on Saturday a well-built 
and compact theatre now is a mass of 
charred wood and twisted ironwork. 
The damage, which is partly insured, 
is thought to be about £5000.
